We must expre-sB our surprise that a gen- 
tleman of Mr. Harri.son's coiLservative view ?, 
and whose cour.se lieretofore in the Legisla- 
,ture has been so commendable, should have 
allowed himself to present and press with so 
much fcarncstness, the resolutions for the 
inimediate withdrawal of federal troops from 
the seceding States. This is a move in the 
wrong direction. Itisatthis timennadvised 
and iiijuilicious. The President of tlieT.'nit- 
ed States is the proper person to judge of the 
necessity or propriety of withdrawing the 
troops. He is in possession of information 
which is probably not accessible to the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, and it is exceedingly im- 
prudent at this time to interfere with him. 
Old Virginia has pursued exactly the right 
course. Slic did not request the withdrawal 
of the Federal troops, but requested the Fed- 
eral Government and the seceding States to 
alhwrnattcrs to remain as iliey were — all parties 
avoiding any step calculated to produce an 
armed conflict. This is the partof prudence. 
At this time there appears to be a calm in 
the public mind North and South, and il 
there is no change in the present attitude of 
affnirs we doubt not that a settlement will 
be bad. We should remember that there 
are other portions of the country to be efiect 
ed besides the South. If we desire a settle- 
ment, let us avoid anything calculated to 
))roduce au excitement in the North. If the 
public property in the seceding States was 
abandone<l by the Federal (lovernment; if 
the Federal troops were withdran n, might it 
not be followed by such indignation through 
out the North as would prevent a settlement 
and utterly defeat the object of the Wash 
ington Conference? 

That is just what the disunionigls in this 
State desire, and hence Mr. Harrison should 
observe that every disunionist in the House 
favors his proposition. The advocacy of his 
proposition by the Courier, Yeoman, and 
George N. Saunders, should arouse his eus 
picion that he is unintentionally aiming a 
blow at t)>e cause of the L'nion. Let things 
remain as they are. Mr. Buclianan does not 
intend to harm the seceding States. They 
know that he does not, and tliey should not 
attack the public property during ii pending 
settloiiienl. If Oiey do the consequences 
will fall upon them. 

It is well known that we are opposed to 
coercion, and our opposition to Mr, Harri- 
son's resolutions are entirely consistent with 
that position. We honestly believe that the 
abandonment by the Federal Government of 
the property of the United States of w hich it 
i\o^ has possession in the seceding States, 
would be the deadliest blow which the cause 
of conservatism could receive. The time has 
not arrived to determine whetJier tlie prop- 
erly of the United States shoald be given uj) 
to the seceding States. Let us trust to the 
discretion of the President. If tlie step sug- 
gested in Mr. Harrison's resolutions was 
proper, would notCrittenden or Douglas have 
longsince suggested it ?

Mr. Grover, iVom the committee on Revis- 
ed Statutes, reported a bill to incorporate 
Grove No. ',>, of the Aneient Order ef Drniils. 
in the city of Louisville, with the opinion 
that il ought to jiuss. 

Mr. Grover remarked that the bill was in 
the usual form of corporate acts of benevo- 
lent bodies — except that it failed to set forth 
the object of the Order, and the committee 
had been furnished with no information from 
any source touching ''tlie -\ncient Druids — 
their manners and customs. 

It i.s known to your committee, though not 
officially, that the Druids inhabited the island 
of Ancient Britain, at, and before its invasion 
by the Romans under Julius C';e.sar. That 
they were a race of savages and idolators, 
clothing themselves, when clothed at all, in

They were conquered and expelled by the 
Romans, and from the time of the invasion 
till now their name has pa.s.scd from the hi.s- 
loric page. 

Indeetl till the introduction of this bill by 
the. 'senator from .letier-son (Mr. Pennebaker) 
your committee had I'orgotten that the race 
had an existence. 

Wliether or not the incorporators are the 
descendants of the Ancient Britains is un 
known to your committee, nor are they ad

ET>T>yw,i.T., Kt., .Tan, 27, 1801, 
GtvXTi.KMKN : I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing itiy feelings in regard lo the action 
of our Legislature in refusing to call a con- 
vention of the Slate of Kentucky at this 
time; and when I say that I am gratified, yea 
rejoiced, at the pijtriotism of that body as 
shown by their acts, I am not alone, but ex- 
l)resswhat I know to be the general, and 1 
can say truly almost the unanimous voice of 
the people in this section of Ken4ucky, at 
any rate in the counties of Livingston, Crit- 
tenden, Caldwell, and Lyon. The nature of 
my business Iran.sactions and employment 
calls me out necessarily tor considerably over 
half my time amongst the yeomanry, the 
bone and sinew of the country in these coun- 
ties, and I speak what I do know when I say 
they are almost to a man against Secession 
or Disunion at all on account of any griev- 
ances now complained of. 

They say we have done well, lived here- 
tofore in peace, harmony, and comfort, and 
been prosperous. If anybody has sustained 
harmon account of tile Northern aggressions 
ilis we and not South Carolina or theCotton 
.States, who never do lose a slave,Jand if we 
do not wish to bring on civil war and revo- 
lulion to redress our wrongs, we cannot con- 
ceive that they (the South) should force it 
on us. The^' say wc do not ask, need, or in 
any manner desire the guardianship of the 
.South or need their aid to resist an insult of- 
fered to us. It is true th».e are some rest- 
less spirits for Secession amongst us, thegreat 
majority of whom own no land, no slaves to 
work it, anil no money to buy either laud or 
slaves, but this class of voters number not 
exceeding, in my judgment, one-tenth. 
Those for it arc chiefly youngsters, whose 
fathers differ wiilely with them on this sub- 
ject, boys as it were who have no idea of the 
calamity that now threatens us. 

I was in the town of Marion in Crittenden 
county two weeks ago, at a county court. A 
vast crowd of people were there, all anxious 
to hear the news of the country's troubles, 
and having but Iittle;biisine8s besides that, all 
were unanimously, so far as I heard tluni 
talk, against Secession, against a State Con- 
vention; and as my acquaintance was pretty 
general, and my business of a public nature, 
I of course heard a great many talk, and I 
do not recollect to have heard any country- 
man speak lor .Secession. 

I hear that a Paducah paper has publish- 
ed that two-lhirds of Lyon county was for 
■Seceseion. If so, you may rest assured such 
is a mistake. There arc some Secessionists 
in Lyon, yet not over one-seventh of the 
voters, Caldwell is true as steel to the coun- 
try. 

The people generally say it would be best 
to recall all our Representatives and elect 
others, trusty men, and not be again gulled 
by the question of "Is he a Democrat?" or 
"Is he a Know Nothing." and return no man 
to Coiigress'who is much fonder of a game 
of poker and a bottle of whisky than of hon- 
estly representing his constituents. 

In conclusion I will say that when legis- 
lators proclaim either in Frankfort or Wash- 
ington that Kentucky is for Secession, Dis- 
union, or determined to go with the South at 
all liazards, they speak anything else U'an 
the voice of the people. Kentucky is as far 
from being coerced out of the Union by 
.South Carolina as she is from submitting to 
Northern aggression whenever such aggres- 
sions come.
